History  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Indianapolis 


Indianapolis  was  established  as  a  town  in  1821.  It  was  at  this 
time  that  a  commission,  appointed  by  the  legislature,  selected  this 
location  as  a  site  for  a  seat  of  government  of  the  State  of  Indiana. 

The  town  of  Indianapolis  conducted  its  affairs  pursuant  to  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  until  1832.  In  this  year  the  town  was  incor- 
porated and  was  governed  by  a  board  of  five  trustees. 

In  1838,  pursuant  to  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  Indianapolis 
was  re-incorporated  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  its  first  town  council 
composed  of  a  president  and  six  members. 

The  common  council  continued  in  a  large  measure  to  control  the 
affairs  of  Indianapolis  as  a  town  and  as  a  city  under  various  so-called 
charters  or  grants  of  the  legislature  until  1891. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature  of  1891  for  the  city  of 
Indianapolis,  a  somewhat  different  form  of  government  was  estab- 
lished. While  the  council  continued  to  exercise  broad  control  over 
the  city's  affairs,  various  executive  departments  of  the  city  were 
provided,  such  as  Public  Works,  Public  Safety,  Public  Parks  and  Pub- 
lic Health,  conducted  by  boards  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  These  boards 
were  granted  specific  powers  and  duties  concerning  the  city's  business 
previously  exercised  by  the  council  through  committees  subject, 
however,  in  some  cases  to  approval  of  the  council  in  all  matters  of 
expenditure  of  money  and  appropriation  of  funds  by  the  council. 

For  some  time  prior  to  1891  the  City  of  Indianapolis  was  divided 
into  25  wards  represented  by  25  ward  councilmen.  Their  term  of  office 
was  two  years  and  they  were  eligible  for  re-election.  At  this  time 
there  was  also  a  separate  body  operating  in  conjunction  with  the 
council  called  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  composed  of  ten  Aldermen, 
representing  five  Aldermanic  districts,  two  being  elected  from  each 
district. 

Under  the  1891  act  the  Board  of  Aldermen  was  abolished  and 
n  common  council  of  21  members  was  established.     Fifteen  members 
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were  elected  to  represent  15  wards  and  six  members  were  elected  to 
represent  the  city  at  large. 

This  form  of  council  continued  to  exist  in  Indianapolis  under  the 
general  cities  and  towns  act  of  1905.  The  act  of  1905,  while  often 
referred  to  as  the  Indianapolis  Charter,  is  very  largely  a  re-enactment 
of  the  1891  Indianapolis  charter,  modified  to  make  the  Indianapolis 
system  applicable  to  all  classes  of  cities  of  the  state.  The  1905  law 
increased  the  term  of  Mayor  and  councilman  to  four  years  and  pro- 
hibited re-election. 

In  1909  a  novel  councilmanic  law  for  Indianapolis  alone  was  passed 
by  the  legislature.  This  law  limits  the  number  of  councilmen  to  nine. 
The  law  provides  for  the  nomination  by  each  party  of  six  candidates, 
one  from  each  of  six  councilmanic  districts.  In  the  election  all  of  the 
voters  of  the  city  may  vote  for  any  nine  candidates  and  the  nine 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  are  elected.  This  law  insures  a 
minority  representation  in  the  Council  of  at  least  three  members.  In 
1949  the  legislature  amended  the  statutes  to  permit  councilmen  to 
succeed  themselves.

WHEREAS,  we,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  believe  it  is  our  responsibility 
to  the  citizens  of  our  City  and  its  future  generations  to  not  only 
perpetuate  the  memories  of  our  Court  House  but  to  perpetually 
kindle  all  memories  now  and  hereafter,  by  the  preservation  of 
the  eight  (8)  statues  which  have  adorned  our  Court  House  for 
almost  ninety  (90)  years,  and  other  relics  symbolic  of  the  history 
thereof. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,   BE   IT   RESOLVED   BY  THE   COMMON 
COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  County  of  Marion,  State  of  Indiana,  that  the 
eight   (8)    statues  and  such  other  relics  of  symbolical  and  historical 
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value    of    our    Court    House    be    preserved    for    public    interests    and 
benefits  to  our  citizens;  and 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  resolved,  that  a  committee  representative 
of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  County,  Indiana, 
be  appointed  by  the  Common  Council  forthwith  and  be  is  further  re- 
solved, that  such  committee  be  directed  to  take  immediate  action  to 
find  means  and  ways  of  preserving  such  statues,  and  other  sym- 
bolical and  historical  relics  of  our  Court  House,  as  will  best  per- 
petuate them  for  public  interests  and  as  will  best  benefit  our  citizens.

WHEREAS,  we,  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  be- 
lieve it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  our  citizens  and  the  public 
benefit  that  the  City  Hall  be  preserved  and  continued  for  public

WHEREAS,  the  City  Hall  was  designed  and  constructed  for  public 
use  and  its  history  of  public  use  should  be  perpetuated  as  a  symbol 
of  the  City's  historical  past;

Section  1.  That  the  City  Hall  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  and  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  citizens,  should  continue  to  be  used  as  a 
public  building  for  the  benefit  of  all  citizens. 

Section  2.  That  the  City  Hall  has  a  charm  of  historical  value  and 
culture  to  its  citizens. 

Section  3.  That  the  City  of  Indianapolis  has  grown  into  a  metro- 
politan city  of  greater  means  and  there  is  great  need  for  a  children's 
museum  and  archives  building  to  store  and  display  the  culture  of  the 
past  and  to  develop  our  downtown  cultural  center  for  the  benefit  of 
all  citizens,  young  and  old.

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  THE  FREDERIC  LUTHER  COMPANY  as  part  of  its 
ness  of  selling  microfilm  products  and  providing  services  to  aid  in 
the  use  of  microfilm;  and 

WHEREAS,    THE    FREDIC    LUTHER    COMPANY    as    part    of    its 
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services  provides  space  in  security  vaults  for  the  security  storage 
of  microfilm  owned  or  possessed  by  its  customers;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  LESSEE  desires  to  store  its  microfilm  and  certain 
other  records  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Microfilm")  in  a  safe  and 
secure   space; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  and 
conditions    herein    contained,   the    parties    agree   as   follows: 

1.  THE  FREDERIC  LUTHER  COMPANY  agrees  in  consideration  of 
the  payments  specified  in  paragraph  2  of  the  Agreement: 

(a)  To  store  Microfilm  owned  or  possessed  by  the  LESSEE,  when- 
ever requested  to  do  so  by  the  LESSEE  during  the  period  of  this 
Agreement,  in  vault  storage  space  or  spaces  located  outside  the 
limits  of  Marion  County,  Indiana,  and  at  a  safe  distance  from  any 
area  which,  in  the  opinion  of  THE  FREDERIC  LUTHER  COM- 
PANY,  is   considered  strategic  for  national  defense   purposes. 

(b)  To  transport  said  Microfilm  from  its  location  in  Indianapolis, 
Indiana,  to  the  vault  storage  space  procured  by  THE  FRED- 
ERIC LUTHER  COMPANY. 

(c)  To  carefully  inspect  those  vaults  procured  for  storage  purposes 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement  at  least  three  (3)  times  each  year 
while  this  Agreement  is  in  force  for  the  purpose  of: 

(i)  determining  if  the  Microfilm  is  being  properly  stored  in  or- 
der to  maintain  its  proper  aging  characteristic;  and

(d)  To  redeliver  to  the  LESSEE  any  amount  of  Microfilm  stored  by 
THE  FREDERIC  LUTHER  COMPANY  pursuant  to  this  Agree- 
ment upon  thirty-six  (36)  hours  notice  being  given  to  THE  FRED- 
ERIC LUTHER  COMPANY  by  the  LESSEE;  provided  that  in

(e)  To  permit  an  authorized  representative  of  the  LESSEE,  upon 
the  LESSEE  giving  five  (5)  days'  written  notice  to  THE  FRED- 
ERIC LUTHER  COMPANY,  to  inspect  the  Microfilm  and  stor- 
age vaults  at  reasonable  times  during  this  Agreement  and/or 
to  remove  Micrfilm  stored  pursuant  to  this  Agreement  when- 
ever it  desires  to  do  so  at  the  LESSEE'S  own  expense.

(iv)  In  addition  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  under  sub-paragraphs

Any  person  granted  said  right  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Safety  shall  possess  a  card  assigned  by  the  Secretary  of  the  said 
Board,  certifying  that  the  holder  thereof  meets  the  requirements  of 
this  Ordinance,  and  such  card  shall  be  kept  in  his  personal  possession 
and  be  exhibited  upon  the  request  of  any  Police  Officer.

That  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Twenty  Five  Thou- 
sand Dollars  ($225,000.00)  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
out  of  the  proceeds  from  the  bonds  heretofore  authorized  by  the 
Common  Council  to  be  issued  and  sold  and  designated  as  "City  of 
Indianapolis  Fire  Station  Building  Bonds  of  1962",  for  the  use  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  said  City  to  pay  the  cost  of  construct- 
ing two  new  Fire  Station  Buildings,  repairing,  improving,  renovat- 
ing or  otherwise  making  serviceable  other  fire  stations,  including 
the  purchase  of  land  necessary  for  the  above  proposed  construction, 
and  any  and  all  equipment  and  facilities  necessary  therefor,  together 
with  the  preliminary  and  incidential  expenses  necessarily  incurred 
in  connection  therewith,  including  the  issuance  of  bonds  on  account 
thereof.  Said  funds  are  hereby  appropriated  to  the  following 
special  fund  to  be  known  and  designated  as  "Fire  Station  Building 
Bond   Fund   of   1962",   for   the   uses   and   purposes    hereinbefore    set 
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forth.  Any  surplus  proceeds  shall  be  credited  to  the  Sinking-  Fund  as 
provided  by  law. 

Section  2.  Immediately  upon  the  final  pasage  and  approval  of 
this  Ordinance  and  determination,  the  City  Clerk  and  the  City  Con- 
troller shall  deliver  two  (2)  certified  copies  thereof  to  the  Auditor  of 
Marion  County,  Indiana,  with  a  request  that  a  copy  thereof  be  cer- 
tified and  transmitted  by  said  Auditor  to  the  State  Board  of  Tax 
Commissioners  for  further  action  thereon  as  provided  by  law.

lishing the  annual  rate  of  taxation  and  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1963  for  each  fund  for  which  a  special  tax  levy  is  authorized,  and 
fixing  a  time  when  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED   BY  THE   COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
its  institutions,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1963,  and 
ending  December  31,  1963,  the  following  sums  of  money  are  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  the  fund  herein  named  and  for  the  purposes  herein 
specified,  subject  to  the  laws  governing  the  same.  Such  sums  herein 
appropriated  shall  be  held  to  include  all  expenditures  authorized  to 
be  made  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  expressly  stipulated  and 
provided  by  law.  The  salaries  established  thereon  are  those  fixed  or

Section  2.  (a)  That  for  said  fiscal  year  there  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated out  of  the  General  Funds  of  said  city,  except  those  sums 
appearing  hereinafter  under  the  columns  headed  "Gas  Tax,"  and 
"Parking  Meter,"  the  sums  as  hereinafter  appear  in  this  section  for 
the  purposes  herein  named. 

(b)     That  from  the  monies   anticipated  and  estimated   to  be  re- 
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ceived  from  the  State  of  Indiana  during  the  fiscal  year  1963  and 
allocated  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis  out  of  the  revenues  derived 
from  license  fees,  or  taxes,  on  gasoline,  motor  vehicles  and  other 
sources  connected  therewith,  and  all  available  balances  therein, 
and  constituting  a  "Special  Fund"  for  the  maintenance  and  re- 
pair of  streets  and  bridges  within  said  city,  for  policing  and 
for  other  purposes  connected  with  public  streets,  all  as  provided 
by  law,  which  special  fund  does  not  affect  or  involve  any  special 
levy  of  rate,  of  taxes,  for  said  city,  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
and  allocated  the  sums  appearing  hereinafter  under  the  column  headed, 
"Gas  Tax,"  of  the  herein  schedules  of  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works 
Administration,  City  Engineer,  Street  Commissioner,  Traffic  Engi- 
neer, Municipal  Garage,  Park  Department  and  Police  Department, 
to  said  departments  of  said  city  for  uses,  germane  to  the  purpose 
of  said  special  fund  and  for  the  several  purposes  as  hereinafter  set 
out  in   said   schedules   of   said   departments. 

(c)  That  from  the  monies  anticipated  and  estimated  to  be  re- 
ceived from  parking  meter  receipts  during  the  year  1962  and  all 
available  balances  in  said  Fund,  constituting  a  special  parking  meter 
fund  under  the  heading  Parking  Meter  Fund,  for  purchase,  instal- 
lation, relocation,  removal  and  repair  of  parking  meters  and  the 
records  and  personnel  incidental  thereto,  together  with  the  personnel 
and  costs  of  installation  and  maintenance  of  traffic  signals,  tow-in 
trucks,  snow  plows,  repairs  and  maintenance  of  public  streets  and 
places  whereon  parking  meters  are  located  and  all  streets  or  avenues 
intersecting  or  connected  therewith  and  for  off  street  parking  facili- 
ties and  which  special  fund  does  not  involve  a  general  tax  levy  for 
said  city,  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  and  allocated  under  the 
heading  Parking  Meter  Fund,  to  the  departments  hereinafter  desig-

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Section  5.  The  salaries  and  compensations  of  the  various  officers 
and  employees  of  the  city,  or  prescribed  for  certain  positions  and 
duties,  for  the  ensuing  year  as  recommended  and  fixed  by  the  mayor 
prior  to  August  1,  1962,  and  as  now  approved  by  the  Common  Council 
are  hereby  adopted  and  fixed  at  the  respective  amounts  herein  speci- 
fied and  appropriated  therefor  under  the  several  departments  and 
schedules  therein  set  forth:  Provided,  however,  that  no  person,  official 
or  employee  whose  salary  or  compensation  is  hereby  fixed  under  any 
item,  or  by  any  ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested 
right  to  receive  such  amount,  or  any  minimum  amount,  except  as  may- 
be accrued,  or  otherwise  provided  by  a  statute.  Control  as  to  any 
decease  shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  executive  having  direction  over 
the  one  affected,  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  6.  (a)  Any  executive  department,  in  its  discretion,  may  at 
any  time  transfer  any  employee  from  one  position  to  another  in  such 
department,  or  may  change  and  reassign  all  or  any  of  such  employee's 
duties  therein,  or  may  authorize  the  temporary  use  of  any  such  em- 
ployee's service  by  other  executive  departments,  all  whenever  it  deems 
such  action  necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  reason. 

(b)  The  mayor,  in  his  discretion,  may  at  any  time  and  for  any 
reason,  transfer  any  employee  from  one  executive  department  to

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  67,  1962 

AN  ORDINANCE,  changing  the  site  and  location  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment of  the  City  of  Indianapois. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL 
OF    THE    CITY    OF    INDIANAPOLIS,   INDIANA: 

Section  1.  For  over  fifty  (50)  years  the  site,  center  and  head- 
quarters of  the  City  government  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indi- 
ana, was  located  in  the  City  Hall  Building  at  the  Northwest  corner 
of  Ohio  and  Alabama  Streets  in  said  City.  In  the  year  1962,  a  new 
City-County  building  was  constructed  and  completed  to  serve  as  the 
location  of  both  the  City  and  County  governments.

with  the  notice  of  sale,  and  that  the  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  one 
who  offers  the  lowest  net  interest  cost  to  the  City,  determined  by 
computing  the  total  interest  on  all  bonds  to  their  maturities  and 
deducting  therefrom   the   premium   bid,   if   any. 

Section  6.  No  bid  for  less  than  par  value  of  said  bonds  includ- 
ing the  accrued  interest  from  the  date  of  said  bonds  to  the  date  of 
delivery  thereof,  at  the  rate  named  in  the  bid,  shall  be  considered. 
The  City  Controller  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids. 
In  the  event  the  City  Controller  shall  receive  no  satisfactory  bid  for 
said  bonds  at  the  time  fixed  in  said  notice  of  sale  he  shall  be  author- 
ized to  continue  to  receive  bids  thereafter  from  day  to  day  until  a 
satisfactory  bid  has  been  received,  and  in  the  event  of  the  continu- 
ance of  sale  the  City  Controller  shall  open  all  bids  filed  at  the  same 
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hour  each  day  as  stated  in  the  bond  sale  notice. 

Section  7.  The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  have  said  bonds  and  coupons  prepared,  and  the  Mayor,  City  Con- 
troller and  City  Clerk  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute 
said  bonds  and  the  interest  coupons  to  be  attached  thereto  in  the 
form  and  manner  herein  provided,  and  the  City  Controller  shall,  after 
the  execution  of  said  bonds,  deliver  the  same  to  the  City  Treasurer. 
The  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  deliver  said  bonds 
to  the  purchaser  thereof,  upon  receipts  from  the  purchaser  of  the 
amount  bid  for  said  bonds  as  certified  to  the  Treasurer  by  the  City 
Controller. 

Section  8.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

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WHEREAS,  it  is  deemed  for  the  best  interest  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City,  that  said  City 
Hall  building  and  the  site  thereof  be  disposed  of  by  public  sale, 

and 

WHEREAS,  should  there  be  no  immediate  buyer  for  said  City  Hall 
building  and  site,  some  interim  care  or  use  should  be  provided  for 
said  property. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON

Section  3.  That  should  the  City  Purchasing  Agent,  acting  in  con- 
junction with  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  not  find  a  purchaser  who 
will  advance  the  full  appraised  price  thereof,  the  said  Board  of  Public 
Works  and  said  Purchasing  Agent,  shall  be  authorized  to  do  any 
one  or  all  of  the  following:

II.  If  a  successful  lease  or  sale  should  not  take  place  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  and  the  City  Purchasing  Agent  may  transfer  the 
property  to  any  public  agency  or  entity  who  may  be  able  to  use  the 
building  and  site  for  any  public  purpose  and  who  will  thereby  relieve 
said  City  of  the  custodial  and  maintenance  expense  of  the  property. 
Any  such  arrangement,  however,  shall  be  subject  to  the  final  approv- 
al by  this  Council. 

III.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Purchasing  Agent  of 
said  City  are  authorized,  pending  the  proceedings  herein  above  au- 
thorized, to  maintain  the  former  City  Hall  building  and  site  as  a  cus- 
todial property  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  to  make  any  tempo- 
rary arrangements  or  take  any  steps  that  will  assist  in  maintaining 
said  structure  as  a  custodial  property.  Any  such  permanent  arrange- 
ment, however,  shall  be  subject  to  the  final  approval  of  this  council. 

IV.  Should  no  disposition  of  said  former  City  Hall  building  and 
site  occur  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  City  Purchasing 
Awent,  within  one  year's  time,  shall  report  such  fact  to  this  council 
for  such  final  action  as  may  be  required  with  reference  thereto.

AN  ORDINANCE  creating  the  annual  budget  of  the  City  of  Indianap- 
olis, Indiana,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1963,  and 
ending  December  31,  1963,  establishing  the  salaries  fixed  or  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor  prior  to  August  1,  1962,  as  provided  by  law 
appropriating  monies  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses 
and  all  outstanding  claims  and  obligations  of  the  several  depart- 
ments and  officials  of  the  city  government;  and  fixing  and  estab- 
lishing the  annual  rate  of  taxation  and  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1963  for  each  fund  for  which  a  special  tax  levy  is  authorized,  and 
fixing  a  time  when  this   ordinance   shall   take   effect. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  for  the  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
its  institutions,  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1963,  and 
ending  December  31,  1963,  the  following  sums  of  money  are  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  the  fund  herein  named  and  for  the  purposes  herein 
specified,  subject  to  the  laws  governing  the  same.  Such  sums  herein 
appropriated  shall  be  held  to  include  all  expenditures  authorized  to 
be  made  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  expressly  stipulated  and 
provided  by  law.  The  salaries  established  thereon  are  those  fixed  or 
recommended  by  the  Mayor  as  provided  for  by  law  prior  to  August 
1,  1962. 

Section  2.  (a)  That  for  said  fiscal  year  there  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated out  of  the  General  Funds  of  said  city,  except  those  sums 
appearing  hereinafter  under  the  columns  headed  "Gas  Tax,"  and 
"Parking  Meter,"  the  sums  as  hereinafter  appear  in  this  section  for 
the  purposes  herein  named. 

(b)     That  from  the  monies   anticipated  and  estimated   to   be  re- 
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ceived  from  the  State  of  Indiana  during  the  fiscal  year  1963  and 
allocated  to  said  City  of  Indianapolis  out  of  the  revenues  derived 
from  license  fees,  or  taxes,  on  gasoline,  motor  vehicles  and  other 
sources  connected  therewith,  and  all  available  balances  therein, 
and  constituting  a  "Special  Fund"  for  the  maintenance  and  re- 
pair of  streets  and  bridges  within  said  city,  for  policing  and 
for  other  purposes  connected  with  public  streets,  all  as  provided 
by  law,  which  special  fund  does  not  affect  or  involve  any  special 
levy  of  rate,  of  taxes,  for  said  city,  there  is  hereby  appropriated 
and  allocated  the  sums  appearing  hereinafter  under  the  column  headed, 
"Gas  Tax,"  of  the  herein  schedules  of  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works 
Administration,  City  Engineer,  Street  Commissioner,  Traffic  Engi- 
neer, Municipal  Garage,  Park  Department  and  Police  Department, 
to  said  departments  of  said  city  for  uses,  germane  to  the  purpose 
of  said  special  fund  and  for  the  several  purposes  as  hereinafter  set 
out  in   said   schedules   of   said  departments. 

(c)  That  from  the  monies  anticipated  and  estimated  to  be  re- 
ceived from  parking  meter  receipts  during  the  year  1962  and  all 
available  balances  in  said  Fund,  constituting  a  special  parking  meter 
fund  under  the  heading  Parking  Meter  Fund,  for  purchase,  instal- 
lation, relocation,  removal  and  repair  of  parking  meters  and  the 
records  and  personnel  incidental  thereto,  together  with  the  personnel 
and  costs  of  installation  and  maintenance  of  traffic  signals,  tow-in 
trucks,  snow  plows,  repairs  and  maintenance  of  public  streets  and 
places  whereon  parking  meters  are  located  and  all  streets  or  avenues 
intersecting  or  connected  therewith  and  for  off  street  parking  facili- 
ties and  which  special  fund  does  not  involve  a  general  tax  levy  for

Section  5.  The  salaries  and  compensations  of  the  various  officers 
and  employees  of  the  city,  or  prescribed  for  certain  positions  and 
duties,  for  the  ensuing  year  as  recommended  and  fixed  by  the  mayor 
prior  to  August  1,  1962,  and  as  now  approved  by  the  Common  Council 
are  hereby  adopted  and  fixed  at  the  respective  amounts  herein  speci- 
fied and  appropriated  therefor  under  the  several  departments  and 
schedules  therein  set  forth:  Provided,  however,  that  no  person,  official 
or  employee  whose  salary  or  compensation  is  hereby  fixed  under  any 
item,  or  by  any  ordinance  hereafter  adopted,  shall  have  any  vested 
right  to  receive  such  amount,  or  any  minimum  amount,  except  as  may 
be  accrued,  or  otherwise  provided  by  a  statute.  Control  as  to  any 
decease  shall  be  vested  in  the  body  or  executive  having  direction  over 
the  one  affected,  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  6.  (a)  Any  executive  department,  in  its  discretion,  may  at 
any  time  transfer  any  employee  from  one  position  to  another  in  such 
department,  or  may  change  and  reassign  all  or  any  of  such  employee's 
duties  therein,  or  may  authorize  the  temporary  use  of  any  such  em- 
ployee's service  by  other  executive  departments,  all  whenever  it  deems 
such  action  necessary  or  advisable,  for  any  reason. 

(b)  The  mayor,  in  his  discretion,  may  at  any  time  and  for  any 
reason,  transfer  any  employee  from  one  executive  department  to 
another,  where  not  otherwise  limited  by  statute,  and  the  amount  of 
compensation  of  such  employee  shall  remain  at  the  sum  payable  by 
this  budget  in  such  prior  position,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  in  writ- 
ing by  the  mayor  and  thereupon  approved  by  the  Common  Council. 

(c)  Any  such  transfers  of  positions  or  reassignments  of  duties 
shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  further  control  and  orders  of  the  re- 
spective executive  department,  or  the  mayor;  and  the  aggregate 
amount  of  compensation  specified  in  this  budget  for  all  such  positions 
and  duties,  in  the  one  or  more  executive  departments  so  affected,  shall 
not  be  exceeded  in  fixing  or  paying  any  such  compensation  along  with 
that  of  all  other  such  employees  therein.
